JPogging w as begun on Monday and 
continued until the entire town had 
been covered about 8 o'clock Tues­ 
day night. Mr. W inebrenner said. 
The new fogger, he added, is giving 
excellent results. 
The chemical solution used in the 
fogging is a combination of DDT 
with other materials, used at the 
rate of eight gallons of solution to 
47 gallons of light fuel oil. Th# first 
fogging used 110 gallons of the com­ 
bined insecticide and oil solution, he 
said.

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Pull Mutilated Bodies Of 
Plane Crash Victims Out Of 
Shark-Infested Sea; Hope Fades 


HONOLULU (/Pi—Rescuers today 
palled burned and mutilated bod­ 
ies from shark-infested waters 350 
I miles east of Wake Island where 
a Transocean Airlines passenger 
plane crashed Saturday night with 
58 aboard. 
Fifty passengers—-nine of them 
children—and eight crewmen pre­ 
sumably perished in the crash. 
The Navy transport Barrett re­ 
covered ll bodies, two of them 
children, before dark last night 
and had sighted three others. 
Five Identified 
The bodies recovered included a 
boy, a girl, four women and two 
men. Three had not been identi­ 
fied. 
Hope for survivors faded rapidly 
as the Barrett reported sighting 
the fifth and last raft carried by 
the ill-fated DC6B plane. The raft 
was empty. 
The

aboard the Navy transport said 
after viewing the scorched and 
mutilated bodies: 
“There is little hope of any 
survivors.” 
Too Many Charka

By The Associated Press 
F urther attacks on infantile pa­ 
ralysis with gam m a globulin as a 
national weapon were planned to­ 
day after history’s largest m ass 
anti-polio inoculation went off like 
clockwork in two New York state 
counties during the weekend.

Mass tests were planned in Mont­ 
gom ery County, Ala., in an effort 
to find out m ore about the effects 
of the injections.

health 
workers in Montgomery County-— 
where officials said gam m a globu­ 
lin apparently nipped a threatened 
epidem ic last week — said they 
wanted 2,000 child volunteers to 
give blood sam ples for the tests. 
The 2,000 would be m ade up of 
1.000 children who got the injec­ 
tions and 1,000 who did not. The 
tests are planned to determ ine 
whether gam m a globulin interferes 
with the body’s norm al ability to 
m anufacture anti-bodies to resist 
polio. 
U. 8. Public Health Service offi­ 
cials in W ashington said they still 
have some hope for a slackening 
off of the polio incidence In the 
nation despite the fact that total 
cases are running ahead of the 
sam e tim e last year, the worst 
polio year on record with 58,000 
cases reported.

HARRISBURG UP*—A top Demo­ 
crat legislator Monday predicted 
there will be Republican attempts 
to alter toe I per cent state sales 
tax already approved by both the 
House and Senate. 
Sen. John H Dent. Democratic 
floor leader in the Senate, called 
the sales tax “the most unworka­ 
ble bill in Pennsylvania history 
and probably It will become the 
most disastrous.” 
“It was written very loosely and 
I think the Republicans themselves 
will try to change it,” Dent said. 
To Cost IO Millions 
The tax. a temporary levy for 
educational purposes, 
would be­ 
come effective Sept. I. It was be­ 
ing prepared for presentation to 
Gov. John S. Fine after being 
passed last week by Republican 
votes in both the House and Sen­ 
ate. 
Democrats 
voted 
against 
the 
measure in lint with campaign 
stands. 
“And I believe it will cost the 
state IO million dollars a biennium 
to collect thi* tax.” Dent asserted. 
“Ten million is a minimum, too.” 
He estimated that it will take 
3,000 to 3.500 state employes to 
supervise and record sales tax col­ 
lections. 
May Mean New Bureau 
“Two years ago they figured it 
would take 3,000 workers to collect 
a state income tax and that's a 
payroll deduction. This will take 
maybe even 3.500 or m ore,” the 
Westmoreland County senator said. 
Estimates on the sire office force 
necessary to collect the tax have 
varied from several hundred to 
Dent’s over 3,500. Rep. Albert W 
Johnson, House Republican leader, 
said last week it would take “sev­ 
eral hundred” new employes to do 
tile Job. 
Other* have placed the figure at 
1,200. The Job will be done by the 
State Revenue Department, possi­ 
bly through a new bureau. The de­ 
partm ent has not commented on 
the question of what size force will 
be needed.
